PICK 
FEATHERS. 


The feather-picking habit is usual­ 
ly due to the chickens not getting a 
sufficient amount of protein feed, re­ 
presented by meat scraps, skimmilk. 
alfalfa meal, etc. The feathers them­ 
selves are made up quite largely of 
protein, and when this food is lack­ 
ing they will go to eating feathers 
in order to get it. 
They also need 
this protein feed in order to make 
eggs. 
Hogs get the chicken-eating habit 
for the same reason. 
Chickens are 
quite largely protein feed, and when 
the hogs do not get 
quite 
enough 
protein they will endeaveor to get it 
by eating chickens. 
The blood, muscles and feathers of 
chickens are largely made up of these 
protein feeds. These feeds are there­ 
fore especially important 
to young 
chickens in order that they can de­ 
velop feathers, and must be had by 
mature birds in order for them to 
lay eggs.— H. Embleton, Department 
of Poultry Husbandry, Oklahoma A. 
and M. College, Stillwater.

French troops in holding the fort of 
La Pompelle, south-east of Rheims, 
prevented a strong force of Germans 
from capturing th at old and long dis­ 
mantled work on March I. 
After pouring over fifty thousand 
shells of all calibres on to the posi­ 
tion and pumping over all the sur­ 
roundings thick clouds of the most 
deadly poisonous gasses, two bat­ 
talions of Crown Prince Frederick's 
selected troops advanced to the at­ 
tack. 
All the barbed wire entangle­ 
ments had been uprooted during the 
bombardment and the centers of re­ 
sistance in front of and around the 
fort had been demolished when the 
assaulting infantry waves came for­ 
ward. 
The ground and the trenches form­ 
ing the only obstacles between the 
German lines and the French posi­ 
tions had been leveled and the few 
French advanced posts and retired 
first on to their supports and then in­ 
to the casements of the fort itself, 
where with the rest of the small gar­ 
rison they prepared to fight to the 
last. 
k 
As the churning up of the ground 
about the fort had obstructed the 
field of fire of the machine guns, the 
Germans met with only slight resis­ 
tance until they had reached the 
m oat This was more than half filled 
with debris resulting from the heavy 
bombardment 
and 
the 
attacking 
troops were able to advance to the 
stone walls. 
There, however, they 
stopped in spite of their liquid fire 
machines. 
One of these implements was tried 
on a heavy timber door leading into 
the southern side of the fort, but the 
door held firm. Meanwhile, from be-, 
hind a shelter of sandbags at one end 
of th moat, a group of hardy spirits 
of the garrison opened fire on the 
Germans with a machine gun and 
killed or put out of action all who 
were attempting to place cans of 
high explosives against the walls of 
the fort. 
The garrison consisted of colonial 
troops of tried courage and they 
fought up to the traditions of the 
corps. 
Soon the enemy found their 
efforts were doomed to failure and 
retired to the advanced work which, 
together with several bastions, they 
retained for some hours. 
The defenders communicated with 
their comrades in the rear, a counter 
attack was organized and, although 
the fighting which ensued was of the 
fiercest kind, the Germans were 
driven out of every inch of trench 
they had occupied and forced to flee 
in disorder to their own lines. 
Evidences of the nature of the 
struggle were still to he found when 
the correspondent of the Associated 
Press arrived at the fort soon after 
the cessation Of the bom bardm ent 
In the barbed wire fronting the 
enemy trenches were the bodies of 
dozens of Germans shot down as 
they fled. The systems of barbed w ire 
entanglements which had formerly 
prevented approach to the fort were 
almost non-existent, most of them 
having been buried under heaps of 
earth. 
All about were dead rats 
killed by the fumes of the German 
gas. 
The communication trenches had 
crumbled under the hail of pro­ 
jectiles and to go frfom one spot to 
another it was necessary to cross the 
open under immediate observation 
from the dominating heights of Mo­ 
renci'A besse and B o ttu where the 
Germans h ate been installed sine© 
M14, 
The Germans were evidently still 
chagrined a t the defeat of their 
carefully punned attack and as the 
correspondent with some colleagues 
was examining their lines, only a 
hundred yards or so away, they 
opened fire and swept the fort with 
several salvos of big shells. The only 
method of escaping further bombard­ 
ment was to feign death and, when 
the guns had quieted a little to creep 
away in groups of two. 
On the way the party was observed 


again by a squaron of German avia­ 
tors who signalled to thir. batteries 
and once more the correspondents 
were bombarded until finally they 
reached the marshes behind the fort 
and comparative security.
